The impression is out that the Fail- 


must go by the board unless more money 
i<; subscribed. The Committee report 
tiiat they are certain to colleat $1,700 
la money, and have excellent prospects 
of obtaining an additional $300. It is 
always well, of course, in a matter of 
(his kind, to make liberal allowance for 
promises to pay, for it has frequently 
happened in this town that prominent 
aen hare subscribed toward projected 
enterprises, but hare never paid. From 
our knowledge of what has been done 
by tho Committee we rely upon their 
statement that $1,700 can safely bo 
counted upon. While it is desirable to 
aid the Trustees to the extent of $2,500, 
and while it is true that they could no 
doubt advantageously use $3,000, still, 
$1,700 can be got along with very well, 
and if it is not possible to help them 
acre gensrously, the Fair must not and 
will not be giren up, and if the Board 
iately elected does not desire to per- 
form the duties for which they were 
aUcted, the proper thing for tho mem- 
bers to do is to resign at once, and allow 
tho stockholders of the Society an op- 
portunity to designate new Trustees. 
The good ;aUBt not be made to suffer 
for the bad, and the fact that aome of 
our business men who ought to have 
£iYen $100 have only given $20, cau 
not be considered sufficient provocation 
to abandon the Fair. The State Fair is 
now a part of the town, and must be 
continued. It is the only real bonanza 
the town has ever had. Considering 
that 110 other Board ever had $1,700 to 
start with, we trust the present Beard 
will at onca organize and go ahead with 
cheir work.

• The Lakeview Examiner exults as 
follows: 


The Eeno JOOENAL says that the Ne- 


rada and Oregon Railroad Company ex- 
pect'to complete twelve miles of their 
road by the end of June, and that the 
line will be completed to Beckworth by 
August 1. This is cheering news, and 
will go a long way toward dissipating 
the fears of many that there is really 
no intention of the road being continued 
to the Oregon line. It is extremely un- 
likely that a company of men could be 
found who are willing to sink a large 
amount of money in useless trestle 
work and in grading n road bed, when 
they have no design to build and equip 
the road. T'lis view is all the more 
forcibly presented when it is remem- 
bered that the company who have pro- 
jected the road have not asked for or 
received one dollar in the way of sub- 
sidies. The road is being built from a 
inowledgc of the fact that it is a public 
necessity, and from a certainty that 
those investing iu the enterprise will be 
ireating a remunerative business. 
We 


iviug in this northern country, who 
nave everything to gain and nothing to 
ose by the construction of this road, 
will watch with intense interest the pro- 
gress of the work, knowing thati it is of 
incalculable advantage to the country. 
A marJPet for the produce of this region 
will make Lake county a most desirable 
place to live iu and the increased ad- 
vantages in the way of freight and travel 
will be hailed with delight by every in- 
habitant. 
At the present rate of con- 


struction the road will be in Goose 
Lake Valley ero another twelvemonth 
has passed, or at least so far on the way 
that no further doubt of its ultimately 
reaching here will be entertained.

FBOM THE 
VALLEY, 
5- 


Friday, May 27, 1881.) 


EDITSB JOFKNAL :—Since writing last 


we have pasted through Sonora and 
many smaller towns, crossed the Stan- 
slaus and Tnolnmne rivers, and added 
55 miles to our log. At Altsville (near 
Angel's oamp where we spent the night, 
Wednesday), we had the good fortune 
;o become acquainted with some young 
adies who entertained us with some fine 
music and with whom we passed a very 
pleasant evening. Thursday brought us 
35 miles nearer our destination. The 
country constantly changed from the 
Foothills to the more mountainous, and 
in the afternoon after descending a four- 
mile hill we crossed th? Tuolnmiie on a 
new suspension bridge. 
The river here 


is from 100 to 150 feet wide aud roars 
down between precipitous banks and 
over huge bowlders, seething and boil- 
ing and making a roar that we heard 
long before and after the river was out 
of sight. 


Speaking of rivers the most magnifi- 


cent sight I ever saw in the way of river 
scenery, is the south branch of the 
American as it flows down its canyon, 
through which winds the Placerville 
toll road. The river starts in the snow 
just over the second summit and is fed 
by inflowing mountain torrents so fre- 
quently that its growth into a large 
stream is wonderfully rapid. It soon 
becomes as large as the Truokte at 
Reno and at about this time commences 
its surpassing beanty. For over a mile 
it dashes itself with so complete a foam 
that for all that distance we can hardly 
get a sight of the dark green color of 
the water whon still. Here a great 
bowlder separates 'the torrent and sub 
raits its bald head to a constant baptism; 
again the rocky tides come close to- 
gether and the torrent rushes through 
as white as milk; there a giant pine 
lodged across makes a glorious cataract 
but nowhere do we see the deep eddying 
pool—all is bold and dazzling action. 
But my letter is growing long. To-day 
our way has been through the mouu 
tains, occasionally coming upon a little 
green grass or a plowed field, upon some 
level or rolling summit, always through 
scenes of beauty and sometimes of gran- 
deur. We caught a gUmpae of the falls 
of thb Tu»lumne—which looked like
